Company has placed all of the blame 
for the wieck on them, and decided 
that they were altogether responsible 
for the accident. 
Operator Cantrell 


who hag charge of the station near 
the scene of the wreck was exoner- 
ated. 


Conductor LaForge, who has never 


had any trouble in zunning trains on 
the road before this time, do«s not 
try to defend himself against the ac- 
cusation, but many of his old-time rail- 
road friends say that his case is ex- 
cusable in many ways. 
He was talk- 


ing with a woman passenger in a tou- 
rist car on the train, about her ticket 
at the time of the accident and did 
not know that he had arrived at the 
siding where he was supposed to stop 
his train. 
He relied upon his engi- 


neers to obey their orders. 


The discharged conductor has been 


with the Company for the past seven- 
teen years, and during all that time 
he never marie a mistake in running 
his trains. 
For this reason his man1 


rnllroad friends, who know hi<3 past 
record, say that they believe the Com- 
pany will soon return him to his for- 
mer position. 
He feels much agriev- 


ed over the affair and says that he 
would have seen that' the orders were 
obeyed, had he not been kept in the 
tourist car by the woman, who coulc 
not find her ticket. 
He says that he 


depended upon his engineers to pull 
into ihe siding- and let the third sec- 
tion of No. 6 pass. 


It was the one fatal mistake that of- 


ten comes in the life of railroad men 
Had Conductor LaForge only known 
that the trains were going to meet 
he would have pulled the emergency 
brake and brought his train to a stop. 
He was unable to see through the lit- 
tle windows of the tourist car, and 
did not know that he had reached 
the station where he was supposed to 
stop his train until he felt the terrific 
crash and was thrown to the floor with 
a number of passengers. 


The railroad officials say that Oper- 


ator Cantrell had a perfect right to 
give the signal of safety with the 
green flag and that he is in no way to 
blame, as he did not know of the ap- 
proaching- Knights Templar train. 


Most of the injured passengers have 


continued on their journey and Coro- 
ner Updike has set the time for the 
inciuest over the remains of the dead 
fireman and coal passer for today at 
10 o'clock.

the unknown coal passer had not only 
served his country as a soldier, but 
had received honorable mention for 
gallantry in the field. 


"A tramp—only a coal passer," was 


the way they'put It, but like man axi 
"unknown" among men, he was not 
what he appeared to be. 


The scroll of paper which showed 


his honorable 
discharge 
gives his 


name as Harry C. Davles and states 
that he was'a member, of Troop D., 
First Regiment of Cavalry, U. S. A.. 
He was a native of Sharon, Pennsyl- 
vania and an electrician by occupa- 
tion. 
The discharge was dated Feb- 


ruary 20, 1904, and was executed at 
the Presidio by W. P. Kendall, Major 
and Surgeon, U. S. A.

These casualties Included 136

cers killed and 464 officers wounded 
The fact that the army under General 
Oku sustained the heaviest losses is 
accounted for by its assaults upon the 
Russian defenses to the south of Liao 
Tang.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S letter of acceptance is out 


It contains 64 pages of matter 
So far as we can

ferred to is a rehash of -what has> emanated fiom the same 
source duiing the last three years , His shifting policy in 
regard to- the trust* is continued, care evidently being 
taken not to offend the great monopolies or to discourage 
them from contributing liberally to the Republican cam- 
paign ft.nd.
